FRESNO, Calif., Nov. 19 iZP) — Fed by rain and melting Sierra; 
snow, flood waters boiled over the lowlands of California’s San Joaquin 
Valley today, driving hundreds of persons from their homes and over­ 
running entire communities. 
Chowchilla, a town of 4,000 between Madera and Modesto, was 
under two feet of debris-carrying water, as a tributary of the San 
4 Joaquin and three sloughs over­ 
flowed. 
To the south, some 1.000 persons 
fled the rampaging north fork of 
the Kern River, which inundated 
the mining towns of Kernville and 
Isbaella, northeast of Bakersfield, to 
a depth of four feet.

The Hall of Fame for Great Americans has had 
some im portant additions. Every five years a group 
o: notable Americans chooses additional names for 
the Hail. The number is variable, but any candidate 
chosen must receive the votes of a majority of the 
electors. Usually about four or five are thus given 
place. In 1940 the electors were able to agree on but 
one, Stephen Faster, the author of America’s most 
beloved songs. 
This year the six names chosen are unusually 
prominent. 
Woodrow Wilson and Theodore Roose­ 
velt enter together, an association which both would 
have loathed in their lifetimes. Scientific achieve­ 
m ent is represented by Dr. William C. Gorgas, who 
made it possible to dig the Panam a Canal by ridding 
the neighborhood of yellow fever, Josiah Willard 
Gibbs, one of the world’s great mathematical physi­ 
cists, and Alexander G raham Bell, inventor of the 
telephone. The first woman since 1920 was chosen 
in the person of Susan B. Anthony, the unwearied 
campaigner for woman suffrage and the removal of 
discriminations against women. 
No choice may be made except of someone dead 
25 years or more. Wilson thus got in at the earliest 
possible moment. Theodore Roosevelt was less quickly 
recognized, as he failed of election at his first oppor­ 
tunity in 1945. Except for Bell, who died in 1922, the 
others have been eligible for a good many years: but 
presumably the electors in previous years have found 
choice difficult when so many eligibles w’ere presented 
for consideration. There has been a tendency to give 
undue preference to statesm en and writers. The 1950 
choices offer a better balance.

Not All War Profits 


Having been directed by Congress before it a d ­ 
journed to prepare an excess profits tax bill, the House 
Ways and Means Committee has started to give the 
project attention. Actually it needed no reminder to 
th a t effect from the White House but Mr. Trum an 
has nowr spoken anyway and his viewrs will of course 
receive the consideration to which they are entitled. 
But merely to impose a heavy tax on the increased 
profits of all corporations will not do the job. T hat 
course would penalize unduly those thousands of small 
business firms* which are not engaged in making m ate­ 
rials of war and whose present prosperity is the result 
of normal growth. It would have the further effect— 
as it did in World W ar II—of encouraging extrava­ 
gance and wasteful practices on the part of the large 
companies. 
The Committee for Economic Development stated 
the case unerringly when it declared th a t corporations 
subject to an 85 per cent excess profits tax would 
often “rather spend their potential profits for non­ 
productive and non-essential purposes th a n pay them 
to the Treasury.” 
As the House committee therefore begins its wrork 
of finding the means for financing governmental ac­ 
tivities it should remember th a t small business consti­ 
tutes an im portant part of the national economy and 
should not be subjected to taxation or other regula­ 
tions that will drive it to the wall. The committee 
should also see to it th a t no legislation is approved 
w’hich will be an invitation to reckless spending by 
corporations. 
In taking the profit out of war, care should be 
exercised th a t incentive under the free enterprise 
system is not guillotined.

Buy And Use The Seals 


So accustomed have people become to Christmas 
Seals th a t the Yuletide season tvould be drab without 
them. Something would be lacking if they were not 
available, something with a friendly, hum ane message, 
which has the true significance of the period for 
which they are designed, the 44th annual sale of these 
cherished emblems expressive of good will and hope 
for better health conditions Is getting under way. 
Many persons will receive installm ents of seals 
through the mails and otherwise. During the holiday 
season, as well as earlier, these messengers of mercy 
are to be used on letters and parcels entrusted to the 
mails or forwarded in other ways. 
Money derived from the sale, as everyone knows, is 
to be used in the fight against tuberculosis. Each 
purchaser will be contributing to a project in which 
every community has a stake. It will be great if 
everyone is liberal in purchase and use of the seals. 


Weather And Controls 


H ie British Ministry of Agriculture is finding that 
controls can be applied to farmers, acreages allotted, 
records demanded and prices guaranteed, but th a t 
despite these one unknown still remains to be reck­ 
oned with. The weather continues to go its own way. 
Every two or three weeks, statistics are tabulated 
as to crop expectations, but no one really knows w hat 
to expect until harvest time, when the crops are safely 
garnered. Twenty inches of rain in six weeks ruined 
a great part of many farmers’ wheat and hay crops, 
and at the same time caused an increase in potato 
and sugar beet yields. 
On the whole, in spite of the high cost of farm 
labor and the endless forms to be filled out, the farm ­ 
er in Britain is said to be better off today than before 
the war. During a good year he Is assured of a fair 
price for all his crops, instead of being faced with 
falling prices due to a glut. 
It Is a good thing th a t even the mast stringent 
system of controls must cope with some element of 
u certainty. Without ihl< element, a dead level of 
mediocrity would be more readily achieved, and those 
at the helm might more easily become intoxicated with 
power. 


New Hobby 
A new field for collectors is suggested by an a n ­ 
nouncement from Princeton University. T hat insti­ 
tution has just received as a gift the original of the 
teletype message announcing the German surrender 
in the recent war. It was sent out by Sergeant Leonard 
C. Roemer of the Army Signal Corps, and is now given 
by his brother Charles to the university library. 
Books, manuscripts, music scores, phonograph 
records and radio scripts have all found enthusiastic $ 
collectors. 
Teletype messages announcing historic 
events represent a new field. They may be hard to get, 
but that would never stop an ardent collector.

Regularity For Infants 
And Children 
A 


WELL BALANCED diet and 
an adequate amount of fluid 
usually will encourage bowel 
regularity. Exercise also is of 
value, as well as adhering to a sche­ 
dule. With this regimen, cathartics, 
enemas, and suppositories rarely 
are needed. This program will work 
for old and young alike but the 
earlier it is started, the better. 
Some infants, for example, re­ 
ceive too much milk protein and 
not enough sugar in the diet. As a 
result, the intestinal contents as­ 
sume a puttylike consistency and 
finally form a hard, firm mass. The 
addition of lactose, maltose, or other 
sugar nullifies the effect of casein 
because these carbohydrates have 
a fermenting action. This leads to 
looser, nonconstipating stools. In 
more obstinate cases, malt sugar or 
liquid m alt extracts are used. 


When the carbohydrates and pro­ 
tein factors are not responsible 
it may be possible that the young­ 
ster is not obtaining enough rough­ 
age. Cereals, vegetables and fruits 
are of benefit in this respect. Or­ 
ange juice is not as useful in reliev­ 
ing constipation as prune, apricot, 
and other fruit juices and some­ 
times these supplementary foods 
must 
be 
added 
earlier 
than 
usual to counteract constipation. 
Large amounts of vitamin B, es­ 
pecially 
thiamin 
chloride, 
are 
said to help but it may be the 
sugar solution in which the vitamin 
is dissolved th at does the trick. 
Temporary constipation accom­ 
panies acute infections especially 
when vomiting co-exists or appetite 
is so poor that little food is taken. 
Here a laxative or suppository is 
justified to carry the infant over the 
hump but it should be stopped as 
soon as possible so that the intestine 
can regain its tone and function as 
nature intended. Occasionally it is 
natural to skip one or two days. This 
does no harm but some parents be­ 
come upset when the youngster fails 
to have a daily movement. Tile 
mother not recognizing the phe­ 
nomenon, may make her offspring a 
laxative addict; she is bound and 
determined to make the child regu­ 
lar or else. 


We do not want to give the im­ 
pression that constipation is al­ 
ways remedied by adjusting the 
diet. Now and then an organic dis­ 
order is responsible, A nerve dis­ 
turbance may leave the intestinal 
wall so weak th at it cannot propel 
the contents thru the bowel. In 
others an obstruction must be cor­ 
rected before regularity is possible. 
If an anatomical defect is to blame, 
surgery may be needed. Occasional­ 
ly a painful crack, or fissure, in the 
anal region hurts so much that the 
child deliberately holds back the 
bowel movement. 
Bowel training usually is started 
about the time the tot learns to 
walk or earlier. Variations along 
this line are common and, as iii 
other phases of development, each 
child 
determines 
his 
own 
pace, 
training is not difficult if the m oth­ 
er places the tot on the stool at 
about the same time of day th at he 
is accustomed to have a movement. 
After breakfast is a favorite period 
but, whatever time is selected, it 
should be the same every day. If 
this 
routine 
is 
established 
and 
maintained, 
constipation 
seldom 
occurs.

U. S. Cities Ahead O f Washington In Preparing For A-Bomb Attack; Truman 


Still Has Not Named Civil Defense Chief; Mrs. Rosenberg Boomed For Court 


Says DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON — W ith Russia 
now building up a stockpile of ap­ 
proximately 28 atomic bombs and 
with the cold war turned into a hot 
war in one part of the world, the 
federal government is lagging far 
behind American cities in preparing 
against atomic attack. 
As of today, President Trum an 
still In s not appointed a chief for 
civil defense, and present civil de­ 
fense planning is temporarily in the 
hands of Stuart Symington’s broth­ 
er-in-law, likable but inexperienced 
J. J. Wadsworth. 
Meanwhile, the American Muni­ 
cipal Association has prepared a 
confidential survey of civil defense 
plans showing considerable criti­ 
cism of Washington for dragging its 
feet. The survey also shows th at 
150 key cities are going ahead with 
their own defense plans, with two 
cities—Norfolk. Va., and San Mateo, 
Calif., claiming to be 75 per cent 
ready for atomic attack. Manches­ 
ter, Conn., estimates it is 70 per cent 
prepared and Uniontown, Pa., 65 
per cent. 
Meanwhile, 
many 
large 
cities, 
such San 
Francisco, San Diego, 
Schenectady and Wichita, have hir­ 
ed full-time civil defense directors, 
while other smaller towns—Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., Jackson, Mich., and 
Wilmington, N. C.—are relying on 
vounteer directors. 
Uniontown, Pa., has organized its 
beauty shops as first-aid centers iii 
case of emergency. San Angelo. Tex., 
is ready to draft its taxicabs and 
bus system for emergency evacua­ 
tion. El Paso, Tex., has made a pact 
with Jaurez across the Mexican 
border for mutual aid in case of 
atomic attack. 


Evacuation Centers 


A few smaller cities near big ci­ 
ties are voluntarily setting up m a­ 
chinery to handle evacuees. For 
example, Bloomington. Ind., is pre­ 
paring to care for evacuees from 
near-by Indianapolis 
and Louis­ 
ville. Kingston and Oswego, N. Y„ 
also regard themselves as evacua­ 
tion depots for bigger New York 
cities. 
Evacuation plans have also been 
worked 
out by San 
Diego and 
Southgate, Calif., Mount Vernon 
and New Rochelle, N. Y., Dearborn 
and Wyandotte, Mich., Salisbury, 
N. C.. Atlanta, Ga., Fargo, N. D., 
and Newton, Mass. 
One of the best-prepared cities is 
Schenectady, N. Y., which has even 
figured the bridge loads and clear­ 
ances on emergency, escape routes 
from the city. Schenectady is also 
preparing to recruit volunteer air 
raid wardens, stretcher bearers and 
rescue squads. 
At 
least 
three 
cities—Seattle, 
Chicago, and Washington, D. C.— 
have staged mock bombings to test 
their civil defense systems. San 
Diego, Calif., and Revere, Mass., 
are using television to explain civil 
defense to the public. Many other 
cities, such as St. Paul, Minn., 
Richmond, Calif., and Auburn, N. 
Y., are putting out their own dis­ 
aster manuals. 
The chief complaint from the 
cities is lack of coordination and 
cooperation from the federal gov­ 
ernment. Though only 50 per cent 
of the cities commented on civil 
defense peeds, “31 per cent believed 
the primary deficiency is lack of 
detailed information and plans from 
the higher level of government. Re­ 
sponsibility for lack of information 
was generally laid upon the federal 
government rather than the state 
government. . . . 
“Many cities feel keenly the lack 
of training manuals. Many felt that 
the federal government has been 
inordinately slow in producing ma­ 
terial. Criticism of state-local re­ 
lations hinges generally upon the 
lack of guidance in the coordination 
of local civil defense programs and 


irritation induced by the duplication 
of state and local civil defense ef­ 
forts.” 
Lady On Supreme Court?? 
It seems a little early to talk about 
it, but female admirers of Mrs. 
Anna Rosenberg, first lady ever to 
be assistant secretary of defense, 
have another promotion in mind for 
her. They want her to be the first 
woman ever appointed to the Su­ 
preme Court. 
Delightful Mrs. India Edwards of 
the Democratic National Committee, 
who probably has put more women 
in office than anyone else in his­ 
tory, has this in the back of her 
mind—later, when the time is ripe. 
Actually, Mrs. Rosenberg was re­ 
commended to Secretary Marshall 
by M arshalls close friend, Gen. 
Bedell Smith, now* chief of Central 
Intelligence, who has come to play 
an increasingly im portant part in 
the 
defense 
picture. 
Interesting 
thing about Mrs. Rosenberg is not 
only her feminine support, but the 
way hardboiled businessmen root 
for her. Though Republicans are al­ 
ready gunning against her confir­ 
mation, she has such stanch sup­ 
porters as the Rockefellers and the 
R. H. Macy Company. 
Also among her boosters are a 
couple of the big broadcasting net­ 
works which handed down orders 
at the time of her appointment that 
favorable stories were to be broad­ 
cast about her. 
Note—Mrs. India 
Edwards not 
only wants a woman appointed to 
the Supreme Court but is opposed 
to Attorney General Howard Mc­ 
G rath being elevated to the court. 
She thinks he has loafed too much 
as attorney general. 


Paradoxical McCarran Act 
Few* people realize all the pro­ 
blems Senator Pat McCarran has 
created by his hurriedly written, so­ 
called anti-Communist law. 
For instance, Romula Betancourt, 
ex-president of Venezula and long­ 
time resident of the United States, 
recently flew* to Havana to organize 
a Western Hemisphere peace con­ 
ference in support of the United 
States. 
Betancourt, 
who 
ranks 
among the IO top men in Latin- 
American prestige, wanted to off­ 
set the phony Communist propa­ 
ganda for peace. However, his gov­ 
ernm ent 
is 
now* 
a 
dictatorship, 
wrhich, under the McCarran act, 
cannot send its citizens to the U. S. 
A. 
So when Betancourt went to the 
American embassy in Havana to 
apply for a re-entry visa, he was 
denied one under the McCarran 
act. Finally, the State department 
permitted this good friend of the 
U. S. A. to come to Washington for 
30 days only to close his house, then 
move to Havana permanently. 
The State departm ent is also 
disturbed because Emilio Suri Cas­ 
tillo. speaker of the Cuban House 
of Representatives and secretary 
general 
of 
the 
powerful 
Cuban 
Sugar Workers, has now been de­ 
nied a visa to the United States 
because he was once a member of 
the Cuban Communist party for a 
brief period in the 1930’s. 
Tile 
paradoxical 
fact 
is 
th at 
Speaker Castillo is the author of 
Cuba’s own anti-commie law, which 
he wrote partly at the request of 
American officials. 
But now, under the McCarran act, 
Castillo can't come to Washington. 


BABSON PARK, Mass., Nov. 19— 
The uneasy international situation 
plus a continuing rise in the cost of 
most goods and services has quite 
naturally focused attention on pro­ 
fits. Unfortunately, it has also re­ 
vived 
the dangerous 
and wide­ 
spread belief that business, big and 
little, is profiting excessively at the 
expense of wageworkers. 


Loose Talk Is Confusing 


It is perfectly true that there are 
firms which do profit unduly at the 
expense of their employes and the 
general public, just as there are 
some individuals ever ready to lie, 
cheat and steal. 
But the recent 
record of American business gener­ 
ally in this regard is an honorable 
one worthy of defense. Yet, when 
costs go up, our first impulse is to 
blame the greedy m anufacturer be­ 
cause we believe he is taking advan­ 
tage of us. 
Labor unions then t^ke up the cry 
of “excess profits” as they agitate 
for higher wages. Meanwhile, an 
ever growing share of the really 
substantial profits of American bu­ 
siness Is being drained off by gov­ 
ernment in the form of federal, 
state and local tax levies. If even 
one half of the time, money and 
energy which government, manage­ 
m ent and labor spend in foolishly 
antagonizing each other were to be 
spent in a united effort to curb 
waste and increase production, we 
would soon have a far higher stand­ 
ard of living than we now enjoy. 


Stockholders Are Human 


The truth is Uncle Sam now has 
become so adept at piling tax upon 
tax — and squandering so much 
money which he takes in — that the 
average corporation stockholder is 
really just another “laboring m an”. 
Those who invest th en money in 
common stocks enable companies 
to produce more efficiently and re­ 
duce prices. 
This further enables 
these companies to pay fair wages 
while at the same time to make 
substantial federal and local tax 
contributions. 
There 
are 
times 
when 
labor 
unions have some legitimate com­ 
plaints, but I know th at labor 
unions are barking up the wrong 
tree when they attack stockholders 
as a class. They forget that the 
ownership of stocks is now pretty 
well spread over all the elements of 
our population. In fact, I am certain 


Acheson On China 
O 


N September IO, 1950, Dean 
Acheson had much to say on 
China. Let us quote a few 
things he said: 
“The greater part of China to 
the north, which is made up of 
Sinkiang, 
Outer 
Mongolia, 
and 
Manchuria, is Chinese at the pres­ 
ent moment only nominally.” 
No definition 
of 
North 
China, 
either Chinese or foreign, has ever 
divided China as Mr. Acheson does 
here. The Yangtze river is usually 
the dividing line between North and 
South 
China. 
Shanghai, 
for in­ 
stance, has always been included in 
North China. The newspaper on 
which I worked there was called 
“The North 
China 
Daily 
News.” 
Peking means north capital; Nan­ 
king means south capital. 
Sinkiang is part of Chinese Turk­ 
estan and is outside the great wall. 
This is true of outer Mongolia and 
Manchuria. North China ends at 
the great wall. Outside territories 
were not regarded as part of North 
China. The old republican flag had 
five bars; four of them represented 
the outside areas. 


Furthermore, 
the 
phrasing 
“to 
the 
north” 
instead 
of 
“North China” is an advocate’s 
trick which only creates con­ 
fusion. The real point of this 
statement is its total avoidance 
of a moral position. It accepts 
the pragmatic sanction that if 
a power has invaded or in­ 
filtrated into the territory of 
another power, then the con­ 
quest is to be acknowledged be­ 
cause it is an accomplished fact 
no matter how it was accom­ 
plished. If that is to be accepted 
as a principle, of what value is 
the United Nations? 


Then Acheson said: 


th at the percentage of wageworkers 
who are actually stockholders is 
very large. It is no longer rare to 
find even labor unions investing 
in industrial stocks; they know that 
now an additional investment of 
close to $10,000 is needed to give 
a new man a job. 


Why Blame Manufacturers? 


When costs go up, there is a wide­ 
spread tendency to make m anu­ 
facturers 
and 
storekeepers 
the 
scapegoats, just as there is a false 
notion that the latter receive a dis­ 
proportionate share of the retail 
price. 
Doubtless 
our distribution 
system is wasteful in some respects; 
but it has gone a long way in the 
creation of the mass markets which 
make possible mass production. 
I do wish that more people knew 
how this distribution system ticks 
and how much it costs. For examp­ 
le: Bread and a number of other 
food products cost much more to 
m arket than the part of the total 
retail price to consumers which the 
farmer, the miller and the baker re­ 
ceive. Everyone should realize that 
a good slice of the cost of every 
item consists of taxes, transporta­ 
tion, rent, and salesmen’s wages. 
These expenses are not subject to 
daily or weekly changes as are raw 
materials. 


A Suggested Remedy 


No single group is entirely to 
blame for high costs and high 
prices. The chief culprit is govern­ 
ment, but we all share in the blame 
for government’s mistakes. Year by 
year, larger and larger sums of 
money are being taken away from 
distributing organizations through 
taxes. 
Far too much of this tax 
money has been and is even now 
being spent in functions which in­ 
creases the cost-of-living. 
This can lead to the kind of so­ 
cialism which has put once power­ 
ful England in the sorry* plight 
where she is today. This same policy 
is killing our incentive and will de­ 
moralize 
our 
whole 
employment 
structure if we do not force our 
political bureaucrats to abandon it, 
We became a great nation because 
we were willing to continually in­ 
vest more money in productive pur­ 
poses. We were eager to risk our 
savings because there was hope of 
profit. We must not permit govern­ 
m ent to destroy that profit motive, 
for that w’ould lead to the destruc­ 
tion of the nation itself.

The 
four neat points of his pocket hand­ 
kerchief were red, instead of the 
customary white. His face looked a 
shade pinker than usual, and the 
rest of him perhaps a shade plump­ 
er. He spoke with his hands clasped 
behind his back, possibly to conceal 
his only nervous habit, a tendency 
to shut and open his hands repeat­ 
edly, like some one moulding putty. 
But if he was hervous. or under 
any strain, he certainly did not 
show it. 


Sense Of Unreality 


Only twice did his tone take on 
a certain edge, a familiar sharpness. 
This happened when a reporter 
asked him about the stories of 
inadequate clothing for the troops 
in Korea. Truman replied th at Gen. 
MacArthur had reported to him 
th at there was plenty of warm 
clothing for the troops, and that 
was good enough for him. Again, 
when he was asked whether Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Acheson would 
resign, he snapped back with a loud, 
positive, angry negative, and said

WELL BALANCED diet and 
an adequate amount of fluid 
usually will encourage bowel 
regularity. Exercise also is of 
value, as well as adhering to a sche­ 
dule. With this regimen, cathartics, 
enemas, and suppositories rarely 
are needed. This program will work 
for old and young alike but the 
earlier it is started, the better. 
Some infants, for example, re­ 
ceive too much milk protein and 
not enough sugar in the diet. As a 
result, the intestinal contents as­ 
sume a puttylike consistency and 
finally form a hard, firm mass. The 
addition of lactose, maltose, or other 
sugar nullifies the effect of casein 
because these carbohydrates have 
a fermenting action. This leads to 
looser, noticonstipating stools. In 
more obstinate cases, m alt sugar or 
liquid malt extracts are used. 
• — • — • 
When the carbohydrates and pro­ 
tein factors are not responsible 
it may be possible that the young­ 
ster is not obtaining enough rough­ 
age. Cereals, vegetables and fruits 
are of benefit in this respect. Or­ 
ange juice is not as useful in reliev­ 
ing constipation as prune, apricot, 
and other fruit juices and some­ 
times these supplementary foods 
m ust 
be 
added

usual to counteract constipation. 
Large amounts of vitamin B, es­ 
pecially 
thiamin

Temporary constipation accom­ 
panies acute infections especially 
when vomiting co-exists or appetite 
is so poor that little food is taken. 
Here a laxative or suppository is 
justified to carry the infant over the 
hump but it should be stopped as 
soon as possible so that the intestine 
can regain its tone and function as 
nature intended. Occasionally it is 
natural to skip one or two days. This 
does no harm but some parents be­ 
come upset when the youngster fails 
to have a daily movement. The 
mother not recognizing the phe­ 
nomenon, r: ay make her offspring a 
laxative addict; she is bound and 
determined to make the child regu­ 
lar or else.

We do not want to give the im­ 
pression th at constipation is al­ 
ways remedied by adjusting the 
diet. Now and then an organic dis­ 
order is responsible. A nerve dis­ 
turbance may leave the intestinal 
wall so weak th at it cannot propel 
the contents thru the bowel. In 
others an obstruction must be cor­ 
rected before regularity is possible. 
If an anatomical defect is to blame, 
surgery may be needed. Occasional­ 
ly a painful crack, or fissure, in the 
anal region hurts so much that the 
child deliberately holds back the 
bowel movement. 
Bowel training usually is started 
about the time the tot learns to 
walk or earlier. Variations along 
this line are common and, as in 
other phases of development, each 
child 
determines 
his 
own 
pace,

WASHINGTON — With Russia 
now building up a stockpile of ap­ 
proximately 28 atomic bombs and 
with the cold war turned into a hot 
war in one part of the world, the 
federal government is lagging far 
behind American cities in preparing 
against atomic attack. 
As of today, President Trum an 
still has not appointed a chief for 
civil defense, and present civil de­ 
fense planning is temporarily in the 
hands of Stuart Symington’s broth- 
er-in-law, likable but inexperienced 
J. J. Wadsworth. 
Meanwhile, the American Muni­ 
cipal Association has prepared a 
confidential survey of civil defense 
plans showing considerable criti­ 
cism of Washington for dragging its 
feet. The survey also shows th at 
150 key cities are going ahead with 
their own defense plans, with two 
cities—Norfolk. Va., and San Mateo, 
Calif., claiming to be 75 per cent 
ready for atomic attack. Manches­ 
ter, Conn., estimates it is 70 per cent 
prepared and Uniontown, Pa., 65 
per cent. 
Meanwhile, 
many 
large 
cities, 
such San 
Francisco, San Diego, 
Schenectady and Wichita, have h ir­ 
ed full-time civil defense directors, 
while other smaller towns—Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., Jackson, Mich., and 
Wilmington. N. C.—are relying on 
vounteer directors. 
Uniontown. Pa., has organized its 
beauty shops as first-aid centers in 
case of emergency. San Angelo, Tex., 
is ready to draft its taxicabs and 
bus system for emergency evacua­ 
tion. El Paso, Tex., has made a pact 
with Jaurez across the Mexican 
border for mutual aid in case of 
atomic attack. 


Evacuation Centers 


A few smaller cities near big ci­ 
ties are voluntarily setting up m a­ 
chinery to handle evacuees. For 
example. Bloomington, Ind., is pre­ 
paring to care for evacuees from 
near-by 
Indianapolis 
and Louis­ 
ville. Kingston and Oswego, N. Y., 
also regard themselves as evacua­ 
tion depots for bigger New York 
cities. 
Evacuation plans have also been 
worked 
out by San 
Diego and 
Southgate, Calif., Mount Vernon 
and New Rochelle, N. Y., Dearborn 
and Wyandotte. Mich., Salisbury, 
N. C.. Atlanta, Ga., Fargo, N. D., 
and Newton, Mass. 
One of the best-prepared cities is 
Schenectady, N. Y., which has even 
figured the bridge loads and clear­ 
ances on emergency, escape routes 
from the city. Schenectady is also 
preparing to recruit volunteer air 
raid wardens, stretcher bearers and 
rescue squads. 
At 
least 
three 
cities—Seattle, 
Chicago, and Washington, D. C.— 
have staged mock bombings to test 
their civil defense systems. San 
Diego, Calif., and Revere, M ass, 
are using television to explain civil 
defense to the public. Many other 
cities, such as St. Paul. Minn., 
Richmond, Calif., and Auburn, N. 
Y„ are putting out their own dis­ 
aster manuals. 
The chief complaint from the 
cities is lack of coordination and 
cooperation from the federal gov­ 
ernment. Though only 50 per cent 
of the cities commented on civil 
defense needs, “31 per cent believed 
the primary deficiency is lack of 
detailed information and plans from 
the higher level of government. Re­ 
sponsibility for lack of information 
was generally laid upon the federal 
government rather than the state 
government. . . . 
“Many cities feel keenly the lack 
of training manuals. Many felt that 
the federal government has been 
inordinately slow in producing ma­ 
terial. Criticism of state-local re­ 
lations hinges generally upon the 
lack of guidance in the coordination 
of local civil defense programs and 


irritation induced by the duplication 
of state and local civil defense ef­ 
forts.” 
Lady On Supreme Court?? 
It seems a little early to talk about 
it, but female admirers of Mrs. 
Anna Rosenberg, first lady ever to 
be assistant secretary of defense, 
have another promotion in mind for 
her. They want her to be the first 
woman ever appointed to the Su­ 
preme Court. 
Delightful Mrs. India Edwards of 
the Democratic National Committee, 
who probably has put more women 
in office than anyone else in his­ 
tory, has this in the back of her 
mind—later, when the time is ripe. 
Actually, Mrs. Rosenberg was re­ 
commended to Secretary Marshall 
by M arshalls close friend, Gen. 
Bedell Smith, now’ chief of Central 
Intelligence, who has come to play 
an increasingly im portant part in 
the 
defense 
picture. 
Interesting 
thing about Mrs. Rosenberg is not 
only her feminine support, but the 
way hardboiled businessmen root 
for her. Though Republicans are al­ 
ready gunning against her confir­ 
mation, she has such stanch sup­ 
porters as the Rockefellers and the 
R. H. Macy Company. 
Also among her boosters are a 
couple of the big broadcasting net­ 
works which handed down orders 
at the time of her appointment that 
favorable stories were to be broad­ 
cast about her. 
Note—Mrs. India 
Edwards not 
only wants a woman appointed to 
the Supreme Court but is opposed 
to Attorney General Howard Mc­ 
G rath being elevated to the court. 
She thinks he has loafed too much 
as attorney general. 


Paradoxical McCarran Act 
Few people realize all the pro­ 
blems Senator Pat McCarran has 
created by his hurriedly written, so­ 
called anti-Communist law. 
For instance, Romula Betancourt, 
ex-president of Venezula and long­ 
time resident of the United States, 
recently flew to Havana to organize 
a W estern Hemisphere peace con­ 
ference in support of the United 
States. 
Betancourt, 
who 
ranks 
among the IO top men in Latin- 
American prestige, wanted to off­ 
set the phony Communist propa­ 
ganda for peace. However, his gov­ 
ernm ent is 
nowr 
a 
dictatorship, 
which, under the McCarran act, 
cannot send its citizens to the U. S. 
A. 
So when Betancourt went to the 
American embassy in Havana to 
apply for a re-entry visa, he was 
denied one under the McCarran 
act. Finally, the State department 
permitted this good friend of the 
U. S. A. to come to Washington for 
30 days only to close his house, then 
move to Havana permanently. 
The State departm ent is also 
disturbed because Emilio Suri Cas­ 
tillo. speaker of the Cuban House 
of Representatives and secretary 
general 
of 
the 
powerful 
Cuban 
Sugar Workers, has now been de­ 
nied a visa to the United States 
because he was once a member of 
the Cuban Communist party for a 
brief period in the 1930’s. 
The 
paradoxical 
fact 
is 
that 
Speaker Castillo is the author of 
Cuba's own anti-commie law, which 
he wrote partly at the request of 
American officials. 
But now, under the McCarran act, 
Castillo can’t come to Washington.

It is perfectly true that there are 
firms which do profit unduly at the 
expense of their employes and the 
general public, just as there are 
some individuals ever ready to lie, 
cheat and steal. 
But the recent 
record of American business gener­ 
ally in this regard is an honorable 
one worthy of defense. Yet, when 
costs go up, our first impulse is to 
blame the greedy manufacturer be­ 
cause we believe he is taking advan­ 
tage of us. 
Labor unions then t^ke up the cry 
of “excess profits” as they agitate 
for higher wages. Meanwhile, an 
ever growing share of the really 
substantial profits of American bu­ 
siness is being drained off by gov­ 
ernment in the form of federal, 
state and local tax levies. If even 
one half of the time, money and 
energy which government, manage­ 
m ent and labor spend in foolishly 
antagonizing each other were to be 
spent in a united effort to curb 
waste and increase production, we 
would soon have a far higher stand­ 
ard of living than we now enjoy. 


Stockholders Are Human 


The truth is Uncle Sam now has 
become so adept at piling tax upon 
tax — and squandering so much 
money which he takes in — that the 
average corporation stockholder is 
really just another “laboring m an”. 
Those who invest their money in 
common stocks enable companies 
to produce more efficiently and re­ 
duce prices. 
Tins further enables 
these companies to pay fair wages 
while at the same time to make 
substantial federal and local tax 
contributions. 
There 
are 
times 
when 
labor 
unions have some legitimate com­ 
plaints, but I know th at labor 
unions are barking up the wrong 
tree when they attack stockholders 
as a class. They forget that the 
ownership of stocks is now’ pretty 
well spread over all the elements of 
our population.

Acheson On China 
O 


N September 
IO, 1950. Dean 
Acheson had much to say on 
China. Let us quote a few 
things he said: 
“The greater part of China to 
the north, which is made up of 
Sinkiang, 
Outer 
Mongolia, 
and 
Manchuria, is Chinese at the pres­ 
ent moment only nominally.” 
No definition 
of 
North 
China, 
either Chinese or foreign, has ever 
divided China as Mr. Acheson does 
here. The Yangtze river is usually 
the dividing line between North and 
South 
China. 
Shanghai, 
for in­ 
stance, has always been included in 
North China. The newspaper on 
which I worked there was called 
“The North 
China 
Daily 
News.” 
Peking means north capital; Nan­ 
king means south capital. 
Sinkiang is part of Chinese Turk­ 
estan and is outside the great wall. 
This is true of outer Mongolia and 
Manchuria. North China ends at 
the great wall. Outside territories 
were not regarded as part of North 
China. The old republican flag had 
five bars; four of them represented 
the outside areas. 


Furthermore, 
the 
phrasing 
“to 
the 
north’’ 
instead 
of 
“North China” is an advocate's 
trick which only creates con­ 
fusion. The real point of this 
statem ent is its total avoidance 
of a moral position. It accepts 
the pragmatic sanction that if 
a power 
has invaded or in ­ 
filtrated into the territory of 
another power, then the con­ 
quest is to be acknowledged be­ 
cause It is an accomplished fact 
no matter how it was accom ­ 
plished. If that Is to be accepted 
as a principle, of what value Is 
the United Nations? 


Then Acheson said: 


that the percentage of wageworkers 
who are actually stockholders is 
very large. It is no longer rare to 
find even labor unions investing 
in industrial stocks; they know that 
now an additional investment of 
close to $10,000 is needed to give 
a new man a job. 


Why Blame M anufacturers? 


When costs go up, there is a wide­ 
spread tendency to make m anu­ 
facturers 
and 
storekeepers 
the 
scapegoats, just as there is a false 
notion that the latter receive a dis­ 
proportionate share of the retail 
price. 
Doubtless our 
distribution 
system is wasteful in some respects; 
but it has gone a long way In the 
creation of the mass markets which 
make possible mass production. 
I do wish th at more people knew 
how this distribution system ticks 
and how much it costs. For examp­ 
le: Bread and a number of other 
food products cost much more to 
market than the part of the total 
retail price to consumers which the 
farmer, the miller and the baker re­ 
ceive. Everyone should realize that 
a good slice of the cost of every 
item consists of taxes, transporta­ 
tion, rent, and salesmen’s wages. 
These expenses are not subject to 
daily or weekly changes as are raw 
materials. 


A Suggested Remedy 


No single group is entirely to 
blame for high costs and high 
prices. The chief culprit is govern­ 
ment, but we all share in the blame 
for government’s mistakes. Year by 
year, larger and larger sums of 
money are being taken away from 
distributing organizations through 
taxes. 
Far too much of this tax 
money has been and is even now 
being spent in functions which in­ 
creases the cost-of-living. 
This can lead to the kind of so­ 
cialism which has put once power­ 
ful England in the sorry plight 
where she is today. Tills same policy 
is killing our incentive and will de­ 
moralize 
our 
whole 
employment 
structure if we do not force our 
political bureaucrats to abandon it. 
We became a great nation because 
we were willing to continually in­ 
vest more money in productive pur­ 
poses. We were eager to risk our 
savings because there was hope of 
profit. We must not permit govern­ 
m ent to destroy that profit motive, 
for th at would lead to the destruc­ 
tion of the nation itself.

W ith his usual cheerfulness, the 
Piesident insisted that the results 
were not really unfavorable — the 
Democrats lost less than any party 
in power had lost in any off-year 
election since 1916, except for 1934. 
With his usual stubbornness, the 
President 
also 
insisted 
that 
he 
stuck by his whole domestic political 
program — now quite obviously a 
footnote to history—and th at he 
expected the new Congress to pass 
it. 
There was nothing unusual, either, 
in the President’s appearance. Tile 
four neat points of his pocket hand­ 
kerchief were red, instead of the 
customary white. His face looked a 
shade pinker than usual, and the 
rest of him perhaps a shade plump­ 
er.
